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1. The Tirana (2G 3) airfield is locatee at the western ede of the city, just 
south of the highvay to Durres. The installation neasured 1,500 meters from 
cast to vest snd 1,000 meters from north to south. 


2, The field, which was in good condition, had a runway 50 to 60 meters wide and 
a taxiway 30 meters wide. ‘There was a three-story administration building with 
a wind cone, and one hangar of about 30x30 reters. Other installations at the 
field were not nom. 


3. Three biplanes, alleredl: the only Albanian -lanes in the country, were sta- 
tioned at the field. 


he The fielé, which measured about 1,000 neters BauarS had a conerete runway 
about 200 meters lone, and a concrete taxiway 15x300 meters extending in front 
of the buildings on the northern edge of the field. The installation had a 
two-story administration building 15x30 meters and two hangars, each of them 
20x50 meters. One of the hangars was damared ard had no roof. The grass landing 
field was in food condition. Construction or enlarrement work was not seen. 


5S. Three biplanes, which flew only occasionally, were permanently stationed at the 
field. One plane was marked with a biack-red rectangle with an eagle on its 
another one with a red cross while the third plane bore the markings of the 
UENRA, <A twin-engine Hungarian comercial plane would land at the ficld on 
weenesdays and sundays about 11:30 a.m., even in bad weather, This plane was 
rarked by a red-white-:reen redengle on the tail assembly, After staying at 
the field for one hour, the plane would take-off again. Jost of the passenrers 
were Soviet officers, the remainder civilians. Trin-engine plates would land at 
the field at irrecular intervals. These planes were marked on the tail with a 
red Soviet star, or a red rectangle with a miti-digit number in it. The planes 
vere believed to be Soviet courier aircraft, for they took off again after a
